The Bad News

As [ write in mid-June, the San Francisco Unifled School
District is facing a $25 to $40 million dollar shortfall,
which makes ts for KALW’s continuing support
from them imsingwubdul. While SFUSD owns
the license to operate KALW and has provided signifi-
cant financial support for the station in the past, the
fxtraordh\ary budget conditions resulting
tate-wide economic downturn will make it difficult for
the District to allocate significant cash support for
KALW. Maybe they will it; but as the manager |
have to plan realistically for the worst case.
This means that we may have to operate KALW with
even less money than we have counted on in the past.
.-KALW is already a barebones operation, so any cuts
_¢ill come out of flesh and bones. While adjusting to
~these difficult conditions we will attempt to avoid any
diminution of service.
